what might ultimately be released. Also, to use some of what I've already gotten . t 
would be premature, for whule it is fine material, using it .now would foreclose 
the possibility of carrying it further, a real possibility ipder the proper 
circumstances. So, this all amounts to no easy matter, considering the pro- 
clivities of some of our brethren.
